City man 
charged in 
3 sex assaults 


O Women assaulted after answering classified ads: Police 
O Accused remanded in custody, slated for court appearance today 


A man is facing charges after police 
say young women lured under the 
guise of job interviews were sex¬ 
ually assaulted. 

Between January 2009 and 
March 2011, three women aged 18 
to 22 answered ads and then met 
a man for an administrative post¬ 
ing, but were sexually assaulted, 
said the Edmonton Police Service. 

The women first met the man 
at a business but then went to a 
home near 114 Avenue and 105 
Street where the assaults occurred, 
said EPS Staff. Sgt Debbie Jolly. 

Police are urging other victims 
to come forward. 

“We know that, with sexual 
assault, one in 10 victims are com¬ 
ing forward to report the inci¬ 
dent,” said Jolly. “I am satisfied 
there are additional victims out 


there.” 

She says the time investigators 
needed to build a strong case 
accounts for the lag in pressing 
charges. 

“I am satisfied that we have 
reached a threshold of reasonable 
and probable grounds that these 
events all occurred and that one 
offender committed all of the 
offences,” said Jolly. 

She warned other potential per¬ 
petrators that the EPS takes sexu¬ 
al assaults seriously. 

“For any potential offenders out 
there thinldng of doing something 
similar, we are watching you.... 
Once we find probable and rea¬ 
sonable grounds, we will lay the 
charge.” 

Police encourage others who 
may have been victims of similar

School remains 
closed after qiill 

O Workers continue to clean up site of oil-pipeline leak in province’s north 


A school in the area of a 
massive oil-pipeline leak in 
northern Alberta remained 
closed for a fourth day yes¬ 
terday after students com¬ 
plained of headaches and 
nausea from gassy, tany 
smells. 

“Friday morning, there 
was a strong smell ... of a 
propane or gas odour with¬ 
in the atmosphere,” said 
Lubicon Cree Chief Steve 
Nosky. “The kids were get¬ 
ting sick. They were getting 
nauseous. They were get- 


This is the largest 
pipeline leak in 
Alberta in 36 years. 

ting headaches and they 
were sent home.” 

Energy regulators say 
28,000 barrels of crude oil 
spilled from the Rainbow 
pipeline, owned by Plains 
Midstream Canada, before 
the leak was discovered and 
the flow was shut down Fri¬ 
day morning. 

The Lubicon five in the 
community of Little Buffalo 


northeast of Peace River. 
The town is about 14 kilo¬ 
metres from the spill site, 
said Environment Minister 
Rob Renner. 

Davis Sheremata, 

spokesman for the Energy 
Resources Conservation 
Board, denied that prob¬ 
lems in Little Buffalo were 
connected to the leak. 

“We often will get com¬ 
plaints like this and some¬ 
times it is a feedlot nearby. 
Sometimes it’s an asphalt 
operation. Sometimes it’s 


not oil-and-gas-related. 
We’re looking into it,” he 
said. 

Sheremata said the oil 
remains about 300 metres 
from any flowing water and 
is pooling in the soil and in 
a stagnant pond. 

Air-quality monitors 
were set up Monday at the 
spill site and in Little Buffa¬ 
lo. The monitors haven’t 
detected any hydrocarbon 
levels above air-quality 
guidehnes, said Sheremata.

The province launched a 
new online tool yesterday 
called MyHealthAlberta, 
which is the first phase of a 
$3 3-million personal-health 
portal initiative. 

Once fully complete in 
2015, it will give eveiy indi¬ 
vidual access to Alberta’s 
electronic-health-record sys¬ 
tem — a first for Canada. 

“When it comes to your 
health, information can be

veiy powerful,” said Gene 
Zwozdesky, minister of 
health and wellness. “By 
providing Albertans with ac¬ 
cess to health information 
that can help them stay 
well, we have created a veiy 
innovative way to strength¬ 
en primary care.” 

Currently, myhealth.al- 
berta.ca covers nearly 9,000 
topics, ranging from how to 
prepare for upcoming med¬ 
ical tests and doctors’ visits 
to approved treatments and 


home remedies. 

“Effective primary care 
involves a team of health¬ 
care providers, and patients 
themselves are a vital part 
of that team,” said Chris Ea¬ 
gle, president and CEO of Al¬ 
berta Health Services. 

Albertans interested in 
wait times will also be able 
to go online, as Alberta Wait 
Times Reporting was also 
launched yesterday. A simi¬ 
lar site was taken down in 
2008. The new waittimes.al- 
berta.ca shows information 
for surgical procedures, di¬ 
agnostic tests, cancer servic¬ 
es and hip- and 
knee-replacement surgeries.

O Environmentally friendly options less of a student priority: U of A study

A recent study led by a 
University of Alberta pro¬ 
fessor shows that post-sec¬ 
ondary students may not 
be the most environmen¬ 
tally friendly segment of 
the population. 

The study of 350 U of A 
students was carried out 
by Prof. Pete Boxall’s class 


for the second year as 
part of an undergraduate 
project in the department 
of rural economy. 

Students found that in 
comparison to the general 
public, there is roughly a 
10 per cent lower level of 
participation in environ¬ 
mentally friendly activi¬ 
ties. 

“1 think it’s just not as 
accessible,” U of A stu¬ 
dent Sophie Florhency 


said. “If you knew all the 
options that were out 
there, you would do 
more.” 

Around 70 per cent of 
students felt that being 
environmentally friendly 
was too costly, 45 per cent 
felt it took too much time 
and 16 per cent felt their 
efforts wouldn’t have an 
impact. 

Boxall said that educat¬ 
ed marketing campaigns 


on the matter across cam¬ 
pus could make a differ¬ 
ence. 

“Just general kinds of 
things like making sure 
you have recycle bins 
around, or maybe facili¬ 
tating interactions with 
politicians on the matter,” 
he said.

Deliberately set fires cause 
hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars in damage annually 
and account for more than 
a third of the city’s active 
blazes. 

And they’ve gotten local 
officials’ attention. 

“Arson poses a serious 
threat to lives, property and 
natural resources in our 
city,” said Mayor Stephen 
Mandel, as he proclaimed 
May 4 Arson Awareness 
Day. 

“Often arson is referred 
to as a victimless crime — 



and nothing can be further 
firom the truth,” said fire 
Chief Ken Block, adding it 
diminishes confidence, 
puts firefighters and citi¬ 
zens at risk and puts a drain 
on city resources. 

Det. Brian Murphy of the 
Edmonton Police Service ar¬ 
son unit cites revenge, cov¬ 


ering up other crimes and 
vandalism as motivators for 
arsonists. 

He suggests people keep 
their property clean of 
garbage, old vehicles and 
other materials that can be 
ignited by passing firebugs. 

Whatever the motiva¬ 
tion, the nature of the 
crime is that it often de¬ 
stroys key evidence, which 
makes it tough for investi¬ 
gators, Murphy said. 

“Having witnesses to 
help us along the way is 
veiy important when we’re 
doing investigations,” he 
said, adding that deliberate¬ 
ly set fires are actually 
down by about 27 per cent.

O ‘Guilty, your honour,’ 70-year-old cleric tells judge in child-porn case

Roman Catholic Bishop 
Ra 3 miond Lahey of Nova 
Scotia is going directly to 
jail after he pleaded guilty 
yesterday to “importing” 
child pornography. 

Lahey, 70, the former 
head of the diocese in 
Antigonish, N.S., was 
caught at the Ottawa air¬ 
port in September 2009 
with photos of boys in¬ 
volved in sexual acts. 

“Guilty, your honour,” 
Lahey said in response to 
the charge that he “did, 
without lawful excuse, 
possess for the purposes of 
importation child pornog¬ 
raphy in the form of 
graphic computer images.” 

Those images included 
sex acts performed on and 
by pubescent boys. Crown 
prosecutor David Elhadad 


read in an agreed state¬ 
ment of facts. 

Defence lawyer Michael 
Edelson told the court La¬ 
hey wanted to give up his 
right to bail and be incar¬ 
cerated. 

“To signal to the court 
the sincerity and genuine¬ 
ness of his remorse, he 
wants to be in jail as of to¬ 
day’s date,” said Edelson. 

Lahey came under sus¬ 
picion after he hesitated 
and appeared nervous 
when questioned by a bor¬ 
der agent at the airport as 
he was returning from 
London, England. 

His passport contained 
stamps for Thailand, In¬ 
donesia, Malaysia and Ger¬ 
many. 

A border agent found 
images she deemed to be 
child pornography on his 
computer as well as sex 
toys in his bag.

found 588 images deemed 
child pornography on elec¬ 
tronic devices he owns, as 
well as stories that depict 
forced sex acts, torture and 
degradation of young boys, 
the Crown said. 

The Crown asked the 
judge for a pre-sentencing 
report, which the defence 
opposed. 

Justice Jack Kirkland de¬ 
clined the request, citing a 
report from Dr. John Brad¬ 
ford, professor at the Uni¬ 
versity of Ottawa. 

Bradford examined La¬ 
hey and will testify on a 
date not yet set. 

Lahey and his lawyers 
had to run a gauntlet of 
cameras to enter the Ot¬ 
tawa courthouse. 

He cut a solitary figure, 
crammed on the end of a 
courtroom bench for al¬ 
most an hour before pro¬ 
ceedings started.

Canada’s privaq/^ commis¬ 
sioner, Jennifer Stoddart, 
wants the power to impose 
“attention-getting fines” 
when major corporations 
fail to protect Canadians’ 
personal information. 

Stoddart’s statement 
comes in the wake of a mas¬ 
sive security breach dis¬ 
closed by Sony last week 
that may have affected 
more than 100 million 
PlayStation accounts.

tect,” Stoddart said yester¬ 
day, adding that “large 
fines” might serve as a prod 
to get corporations to meet 
their privacy obligations.

nal cyber attack designed 
to steal personal and credit 
card information for illegal 
purposes.” 

In a letter to members of 
the U.S. House commerce 
committee, Kazuo Hirai, 
chairman of Sony Comput¬ 
er Entertainment America 
LLC, defended Sony’s han¬ 
dling of the breach. The 
company has shut down 
the affected systems while 
it investigates the attacks 
and beefs up security.

so. Neither do the people 
involved in the event’s sev¬ 
en feature films. In fact, 
one couple from Vancou¬ 
ver documents their trials 
and triumphs of attempt¬ 
ing to live waste free for an 
entire year in the film The 
Clean Bin Project. 

“Some films are sad, 
some are funny, some are 
deeply revealing, but all of 
them are inspiring and 
challenging in their own 
way,” says Spotowski, 
who’s been planning this 
event with his entourage 
for the last year and a half. 


They had big shoes to 
fill after the success of 
their first REEL Film Festi¬ 
val in 2008. Both festivals 
were part of the interna¬ 
tional conference called 
Waste: The Social Context. 
Surprisingly, there are a lot 
of documentaries and 
films dedicated to the sub¬ 
ject. Deciding on which 
films to feature wasn’t 
easy. 

“We did a survey of all 
films dealing exclusively 
with waste and recycling 
and selected what we 
thought were the best 
ones, while aiming for a va¬ 
riety of subject matter and 


tone,” explains Spotowski. 
“Some films were recom¬ 
mended by people who 
knew we were looking, 
others we wanted to show 
in 2008 but couldn't so 
we’ve got them in this 
time.”

Minimalism is not for 
everyone. 

We love our stuff. Our 
stuff is who we are. It’s our 
lives in the form of objects.

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Make your own planter box 


O Don’t have a big backyard to garden? 
These easy-to-make boxes are an option 


DIY IDEAS 


Garden centres are stock¬ 
ing up and it’s nearly time 
to move indoor seedlings 
outside. 

Many gardeners opt to 
transplant seedlings into a 
planter box. 

Planter boxes are easy to 
make and are especially 
useful for those with little 
or no backyard. 
DIY Network 
Canada’s Yard 
Crashers (air- 
i ing Tuesdays 
at 8 p.m. ET/ 5 
p.m. PT) offers a 
basic step-by-step 
guide to constructing 
your own planter box. 



Make a Plan 

The first steps are to figure 
out a shape and size for the 
planter box. Planter boxes 
can take many shapes, but 
the most common is rec¬ 
tangular. 

When determining the 
size of the planter box, con¬ 
sider taking an inventoiy 
of any scrap wood that is ly¬ 
ing around. It will be more 
cost effective to make a 
planter box using the wood 
you already have. Any t 5 Ape 
of wood is suitable, but 
pressure-treated wood 
makes the box more 
durable. 

Saw and Screw 

A rectangular planter box 
will require two equal-in- 
size pieces of wood to act as 
the box’s length and two 
equal-in-size pieces of wood 
to act as the box’s width.

► Planter boxes can take many shapes, the most common being rectangular. 


If purchasing wood, con¬ 
sider asking the merchant 
to cut the wood to your re¬ 
quired size. 

If you’re using scrap 
wood, put on safety goggles 
and cut the wood using a 
table saw. 

Sand down the edges 
where the wood has been 


cut. Arrange the pieces in 
the rectangular shape and 
fasten together using a 
screwdriver and wood 
screws. 

Bottoms Up 

When adding a bottom to 
the planter box, first think 
about where you’re going 
to place it outside. If it’s go¬ 


ing onto grass or soil, ham¬ 
mer a piece of lattice to the 
bottom. The holes in the 
lattice will encourage 
drainage and any spillage 
will be absorbed by the 
grass or soil. If the planter 
box is going on a balcony 
or a deck, then attach a sol¬ 
id piece of wood to the bot¬ 


tom of the box with wood 
screws and drill four three- 
quarter inch holes into the 
bottom. 

Add a layer of gravel be¬ 
fore adding soil and trans¬ 
planting the seedlings to 
assist with drainage.

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Fire pits are moving beyond the basic bowl 


Our first fire pit was a sim¬ 
ple metal bowl, like a giant 
wok, perched on a metal 
stand. 

We’ve enjoyed many 
pleasant evenings sitting 
around a crackling blaze, 
finding humour in the in¬ 
congruity of a campfire in 
the middle of suburbia. 

Marshmallows have 
been roasted, songs sung. 
The pit becomes evening 
entertainment, everyone 
intently watching the danc¬ 
ing flames. 

But in the few years 
since fire pits hit the mar¬ 
ket, designers have really 
begun to, well, design 
them. 

Now you can have one 
built into your dining table. 
Add a grill and host a teppa- 
nyaki (Japanese barbecue) 
supper. Or you can co-ordi¬ 
nate the pit with the rest of 
your backyard decor. 

Sleek, powder-coated 
models are more furniture 
than utihty. And with a vari¬ 


ety of flame sources to 
choose from, you can now 
place your &e pit just 
about an 3 ^here, including 
small balconies and swim¬ 
ming pools. 

Take, for example, the 
coffee-table fire pit de¬ 
signed by John Xochihua of 
Portland, Ore., with a laser- 
cut, powder-coat steel top 
that’s sleek and chic. 

“Since fire is completely 
organic, I wanted to bring 
as 3 mimetiy and organic 
shapes into my design,” he 
says. “When you combine a 
fire element and a table, 
there are many more de¬ 
sign considerations. The 
table becomes interactive, a 
focal point, a place to gath¬ 
er, much as &e has been 
for millennia.” 

Rick Wittrip of Lebanon, 
Tenn., has designed the 
Third Rock fire pit, which 
has fire emanating from 
cutouts where the conti¬ 
nents would be in a world 
globe. The piece was fea¬
